Tis plain, this deſign has for ſome time been 
hatching: for Cameron; on of the Rebels, was pri« 
vately imployed to go over ifito Holland to buy 
Arms, and from thence they were furniſhed; duz- 
ring his being there, he preached at Rotterdam, 
and declared that it was a pious thing to kill the 
Prelates, and highly pleaſing to God. 


They commit ſtrange Infolences and Barba: 
rities, where ever they come,' At Glaſcowa Butz 
cher when they firſt attempted that City,8 were 
bear off, having ſhot one of them they have

By which extrawagant devices, you may gneſs at 
rs Q uality of the mes, and their Principles: for in 
truth there is not a man Five poumds Sterling per 
annum apears 4: for them; but they freely entertain 
Bankrupts and MalefaGlors, and yet pretend 
highly to Religion, though much divided jn their 


own notions_ 


They have not of late encreaſed thetr numbers , 
Lut r ather muider away ; aud the Gentry in general 
throughout tbe Land, appear very wigorous for the 
Kings Service, We are nowreadyto advance tos 
wards them, and donot doubt, by Gods Bleſſing, to 
give a good account of them wery ſhortly, though 
the common opinion is, they will ſcatter themſelves 
before we can get up to them, As ſoon as any Acs 
count happens, be aſſured, you ſhall have it; in the 
mean timeaccept my ſervice, and continue me in 
Jour prayers, &c, 
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
